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DETAILED ACTION 
Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the 
prior art of record fails to teach or suggest the claimed invention. Specifically, the 
prior art of record fails to teach or suggest a central specification designating a 
plurality of cores and interconnections between the cores, generating a software 
language functional model of the circuit including the cores from the central 
specification and a set of software models of the cores and generating a 
hardware description language model of the circuit including the cores from the 
central specification and a set of hardware description language models of the 
cores, as recited in independent claims 1 , 24, 30, 31 , 32, 33 and 36. 

The prior art of record, Hasley and Dangelo, disclosed a central 
specification describing a circuit. However, they failed to disclose the 
independent claims as recited, including generating both a software language 
model and a hardware description language model of the circuit directly from the 
central specification and the individual software and hardware description 
language models of the cores. 

The closest prior art of record, Hutchins et al., "Automating IP Core 
Design, configuration and Verification", disclosed a centralized specification 
system for cores. However, it did not disclose generating a software language 
mode of the circuit and a hardware description language model of the circuit.
